Four patrol officers from the Romu- 
lus Police Department (RPD) were 
among approximately 300 people who 
were present at anortheast Detroit "blind 
pig” on October 16 when it was raided 
by undercover officers from the Detroit 
Police Department (DPD) andthe United 
States Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms. Among the violations repor- 
edly uncovered by the bust were prosti- 
tution, the sale of narcotics, and under- 
age drinking. 

Each of the four Romulus officers — 
along with three DPD officers, a depuly 
from the Wayne County Sheriff's De- 
partment, and two Detroit Firefighters 
Academy students — received a ticket 
for loitering in a place of illegal occupa- 
tion. Eight other people were arrested: 
one for possession of suspected nar- 
cotics; the other seven for allegedly 
operating the blind pig. Only the narcot- 
ics charge is a felony. 


Blind Pig" Bust Turns Up 4 RPD Officers 


RPD Executive Lieutenant David 
Early declined to divulge the names of 
the four Romulus police officers who 
were ticketed during the raid, but did 
comment that all were relatively new to 
the department. 

"Aninternal investigation is currently 
underway; in the meantime, all of the 
officers involved have been suspended 
with pay," said Early. "If the investiga- 
tion turns up wrongdoing of any kind, 
appropriate disciplinary action will be 
taken." 

Although Early could not give a 
specific deadline for the conclusion of 
the internal probe, he estimated that it 
would probably be wrapped up within a 
couple of weeks. 

"The Romulus Police Department 
will expedite the investigation in a man- 
ner that is painstakingly thorough, yet 
recognizes the officers’ right to a timely 
decision,” he concluded,

The State of Michigan Court of Ap- 
peals has overturned a 1994 Wayne 
County Circuit Court decision that barred 
Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. 
(EDS), from operating a hazardous- 
waste deep-injection well, ruling that 
State law preempted City control over 
the construction of such facilities. 

The legal battle between EDS and 
the City of Romulus began in October 
1993, just two months after EDS had 
completed drilling and only three weeks 
before a municipal election inthe City of 
Romulus. At thattime, the Romulus City 
Council initiated a lawsuit to stop EDS’ 
proposed operations, claiming that the 
company's facility was not a permitted 
use within the area, which was zoned 
M-1 (light industrial). 

"The City's lawsuit took us com- 
pletely by surprise,” EDSpresident Doug 
Wicklundtold The Romulus Newssome 
years ago. "The Mayor, her staff, and 
the City Council had been aware of our 
intentions since the project's inception 
in 1990, yet had never shown the slight- 
est inclination to oppose it. In fact, the 
City issued a number of permits for 
construction-related work at the site, 
and many officials actually toured the 
site during the drilling process. We even 
purchased additional land, on the ad- 
vice of Mayor McAnally, so that the 
entrance to the facility could be relo- 
cated in compliance with Building De- 
partment recommendations. 

"We were especially shocked when 
we learned that the City's lawsuit was 
based on local zoning ordinances,” 
Wicklund continued. "From the begin- 
ning, all communication between our 
company andthe City was based onthe 
mutual belief that State statutes clearly 
preempted local control of the siting and 
construction of our project. This belief 
was not basedonthe assurances of our 
lawyers alone; then-City attorney Barry 
Seifman provided the Mayor and City 
Council with four separate legal opin- 
ions concurring with our position.” 

According to then-senior Council- 
man Jimmie C. Raspberry, the City offi- 
cials' decision to sue EDS was a politi- 
cally motivated attempt to assure their 
reelection in the face of criticism from 
Romulus resident Mary Collins (whose 
opposition to the well was the central 
plank of herown campaign for a Council 
seat).

Republicans Attack Working Families

In the past few months, Republi- 
cans in Washington have been making 
life difficult for working families across 
the country. Republicans have opposed 
raising the minimum wage, spent bil- 
lions fromthe Social Security Trust Fund, 
and want to delay the payment of the 
Earned Income Tax Credit. These ac- 
tions affect almost every working family 
and especially hurt the working poor. 

Democrats inthe White House, U.S. 
Senate, and the U.S. House want to 
raise the minimum wage from $5.15 per 
hour to $6.15. This would benefit nearly 
12 million American workers. While 
Democrats fight to help working fami- 
lies, Republicans block progress on a 
minimum-wage increase. Republican 
presidential candidates and GOP lead- 
ers in Congress are so obsessed witha 
‘tax cut for the rich that they don't have 
time to help working Americans. A re- 
port recently released by the Economic 
Policy Institute (EPI) and the Institute 
for Women's Policy Research (IWPR) 
finds that: 

* about seven million women nation- 
ally — 12.6% of all working women — 
would benefit from the pay raise; 

* nearly one million single mothers — 
85% of whom have household in- 
comes below $25,000 — would ben- 
efit from the hike; and 

* employmentrates for minimum-wage 
workers have increased dramatically 
since the wage was last increasedin 
1996. 

Despite repeated promises that they 
would no longer raid the Social Security 
funds for government spending, Re- 
publicans in Congress were caught red- 
handed by one of their own who blew 
the whistle on the GOP plans to spend 
billions of dollars from the Social Secu- 
rity Trust Fund to meet their spending 
goals for the upcoming year. In the new 
budget analysis, the Director of the 
Congressional Budget Office, a Repub- 
lican appointee, demonstrated that Re- 
publicans writing next year’s spending 


bills for government operations have 
already used billions of dollars beyond 
what they were supposed to spend un- 
der existing budget restrictions. Because 
the Republicans failed to complete their 
spending bills by the end of the fiscal 
year, there is no telling how much more 
Social Security money Republicans will 
spend before they finish. 

Republicans are looking for cre- 
ative ways to bankroll future tax cuts for 
its richest supporters; the latest plan is 
to delay payment of the Earned Income 
Tax Credit (EITC). This program was 
started 25 years ago as a way to en- 
courage poor people to work and pay 
taxes. Both Democrats and Republi- 
cans, including Ronald Reagan and 
Jack Kemp, have supported the EITC. 
Instead of receiving a single annual 
payment, Republicans would pay the 
credit monthly. According to the New 
York Times, the single payment en- 
ables working families to pay for things 
such as tuition or adown payment ona 
car, but the Republican plan prevents 
that. 

Working families should be out- 
raged. These actions follow a long pat- 
tern of risky economic schemes put 
forth by Republicans. We need a mini- 
mum-wage hike and Americans across 
this land need a Social Security system 
that will be there in the future. It is time 
Republicans are held accountable for 


their damaging actions.

A two-day leadership camp for 
Merriman Elementary School sixth- 
graders began early on Friday, Sep- 
tember 24. Students reported to their 
classroom to check in, then proceeded 
to the Media Center for bagels and juice 
and a camp T-shirt, hat, and journal. 
While there, students received an over- 
view of the camp's goals, rules, and 
agenda from camp facilitators Yvette 
Austin, Cathy Navetta, Pat Massad, 
Erika Swegles, and Marietta Mazak. 
Gina Carter, Merrimdn's Interven- 
tion Room facilitator, and Marylou Har- 
doin and Karen Tipton, parent volun- 
teers, also assisted in camp activities.

Academic Service-learning Project 
Sixth-grade teacher Yvette Austin 
met with her groups in Merriman Park.

Appeals Court Overturns EDS Injunction

"In October, 1993, |, along with 
Romulus City Councilpersons William 
Wadsworth, Randolph Gear, Mary Ann 
Banks, Ellis Pennington, Peter Bergeron 
and Russell Lambert . . . voted, at the 
urging of Mayor McAnally, to sue EDS 
as a means to ‘buy time’ until after the 
election, which was scheduled to be 
held about two weeks later,” Raspberry 
Stated in a sworn affidavit. "At the time 
we voted, we did not believe that EDS 
had violated any of Romulus’ ordi- 
nances. .. . After the election we in- 
tended to settle with EDS and allow the 
well to operate. 

"Now, looking back, | realize it was 
a terrible mistake. The lawsuit was filed 
for purely political reasons — to tempo- 
rarily satisfy the anti-well protestors and 
assure our own re-election's [sic] to the 
City Council. The issue of zoning had 
nothing to do with it," he added. 

Despite the Council's alleged origi- 
nal intentions, the City continued to 
pursue its lawsuit after the election, and 
eventually secured a permanent injunc- 
tion against EDS in the courtroom of 
then-Wayne County Circuit Court Judge 
Claudia Morcom, who ruled that the 
State could not preempt the City's en- 
forcement of its zoning laws. The Court 
of Appeals overturned her decision on 
October 15, 1999. 

"It's been a long, hard struggle but, 
finally, we've been vindicated,” Wick- 
lund said of the decision. 

Although the EDS chief is ecstatic 
about the Court of Appeals ruling, he 
expressed regret concerning the events 
that led up to it. 

"Because Romulus’ elected officials 
allowed political ambitions to cloud their 
better judgment, everyone has suf- 
fered,” Wicklund said. "As a result of 
their actions, City coffers have been 
drained, the City has forfeited the op- 
portunity to reap an estimated $500,000 
in annual royalty payments, and fami- 
lies and friends in that close-knit com- 
munity have been torn apart. In addi- 
tion, EDS . . . has sustained irreparable 
financial losses.”

Wicklund says that he and his part- 
ners have yet to decide whether they 
will appeal the dismissal oftheir counter- 
suit seeking $100 million in restitution 
and damages. Nor is it known whether 
the Council will pursue an appeal of the 
preemption ruling. 

"The City Council will meet in exec- 
utive session prior to its meeting on 
Monday, October 25," said Romulus 
Mayor William Oakley. "Atthat time, the 
lawyers will tell us what our options are, 
and we'll go from there." 

Councilman LeRoy Burcroff has not 
yet decided whether he will vote to 
appeal. 

"| still haven't seen the Appeals 
Court ruling ortalked with our attorneys, 
so | don't have enough information to 
form an opinion,” said Burcroff. 

Councilman Wadsworth, however, 
has already made up his mind. 

"It's a very said day for Romulus, 
and if hazardous waste ever does flow 
here, it will be an even sadder day,” 
Wadsworth commented. "The residents 
of Romulus deserve better. 

"It's this councilman's position that 
we should continue to fight EDS,” he 
added. 

Romulus resident Dolores Witzgall 
has equally strong convictions — but in 
the other direction. 

"| can't believe that the City would 
even consider an appeal,” said the 
former co-chairpersonof VOTES (Voice 
of Taxpayers for Efficient Spending). 
"All three of the appellate judges have 
decided in favor of EDS. How likely is it 
that such a strong ruling could be re- 
versed? But, | won't be surprised if the 
City's attorneys tell the Council that 
there is agood chance of winning anew 
appeal. Why shouldn't they? They're 
not footing the bill for this; we are. We 
have already wasted well over a million 
dollars in legal fees that have gone 
directly into their pockets. That's money 
that could have been spent on. any 
number of improvements in City ser- 
vices or facilities. It might even have 
been a nice down-payment on the rec- 
reation facility that Romulus voters just 
refused to finance. 

"All we can hope is that our elected 
officials will decide to be fiscally respon- 
sible and say, ‘enough is enough." 

Council could make its decision as 
early as Monday, October 25, when it 
convenes its regular public meeting at 
7:30 p.m., just after its executive ses- 
sion with City attormeys. O
